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Applicant argued that Savaglio (U.S. Patent 6,415,019) did not teach the use of an STP (Signal 
transfer point) and also argued that the location database 18 in Savaglio is not in the AIN 
network (the previous office action will be withdrawn and a new office action will be forth 
coming.) 
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
